It was generally believed Wednes- 
day that the governor’s second rejec- 
tion of the highway department budg- 
et would throw the entire matter into 
the courts and that the activities of 
the department would ef necéssity be 
halted until an adjudication is had. 

Cannot Sue Governor. 

The board cannot sue the govérnor 
but it can direct a legal action against 
the comptroller general or even the 
State treasurer. It is expected that 
any action precipitated by the board 
will be directed against the comp-

WASHINGTON, April 26.—(p—| rOtUatters 
Spokesmen for organized labor and 
business pointed out today to the house 
labor committee the flaws they think 
are ruinous in Secretary Perkins’ plans 
for federal control of production, wages 
and hours of labor. 

First there was William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, who agreed with the idea 
of limiting work to six hours a day 
five days in the week, but contended 
that a federal minimum wage law 
would be a “risky adventure.” 

Then there was Gerard Swope,, 
president of the General Electric Com- 
pany, who approved the nurpose of the 
bill—‘“‘to spread employment”—in- 
dorsed the minimum wage proposal, 
and accepted the 30-hour week pro- 
vision, but insisted that production 
had better be controlled by industry 
itself through modification of the Clay- 
ton and Sherman anti-trust acts. 

Swope testified too, that there 
should be greater elasticity in the plan 
to reduce working hours. Where Secre- 
tary Perkins would permit employes 
ordinarily on the job 30 hours in a 
week to work 40 hours a week for 10 
weeks, Swope proposed that a maxi- 
mum of 48 hours be allowed for any 
one week. 

He would divide the total number 
of hours in a six-month period by the 
number of weeks so that the average 
would not exceed 30 hours. 

Some expressions of these two wit- 
nesses on major provisions of the bill 
were: 

LIMITED WORKING HOURS: 

Green—‘We (organized labor) are 
ane in favor of this part of the 
bill. 

Swope—"The provisions of the bill 
are . . . too rigid for practical ap- 
plication and .. do not go far 
enough,” 

PRODUCTION CONTROL: 

Green—‘We think that wou'd prove 
a very interesting experiment and we 
are willing to accept it to see what 
the outcome would be.” 

Swope—“Production had much bet- 
ter be controlled by an agreement of 
industry itself, organized into trade 
unions.” 

MINIMUM WAGE LAW: 

Green—‘‘It would be a risky adven- 
ture. While it might help some, it 
would tend to injure the efforts of 
the great bulk of labor to bring about 
increased standards of living.” 

Swope—“That is particularly essen- 
tial to the lower classes of labor. Un- 
skilled labor needs your roel it 
has no organization to help it.”

One day last year a rural region in the south reported the presence 
of a wild man. . 

He appeared at a negro cabin, making strange sounds and gestures, 
and refused to leave until threatened with a shotgun. Later he was 
seen sleeping in a pine wood, from which he fled when the aroused na- 
tives approached with weapons. Travelers saw him darting into brush 
\thickets. Officers were called to catch and subdue him. 

Of course you have guessed the explanation. He was a harmless 
Swiss, without knowledge of English, making his way from New York 
to Florida, where he had a brother. He had stopped at the negro cabin 
to ask for a drink of water. 

Ignorance made him seem a menace; being threatened, he tried to 
hide; hiding made him seem more dreadful to the frightened natives. 

There is no other cruelty like the cruelty of ignorance, 

It makes a robber or a madman of the harmless stranger; it per- 
secutes the scientist who finds truth to replace error; it hangs hysterical 
girls and witless old women as witches; it ridicules and persecutes and 
somehow crucifies its saviors. 

But all of that, you will say, is a thing of the past. 
now. They have learned compassion. 

That is true in a measure. Men have made progress. 
remains, and where there is ignorance there is cruelty, Those who have 
no understanding have no mercy. 

Look about you now and you see a world of cruel contrasts. One 
half of the world, having more than it needs, uses its advantages to get 
more; the other half, handicapped by nature or law or custom, struggles 
in vain to get enough. 

Can you imagine a system more cruel? It is ignorance that makes 
Man’s inhumanity to man is caused by want of understanding. 

When people are shipwrecked together, or beset by flood or famine, 
they forget self and become noble. The strong care for the weak. All 
Share the good as they share the bad. A common disaster makes them 
brothers. 

Well, is there a greater disaster than the shortness of life and the 
certainty of death? We are all doomed together—great and small, strong 
and weak. 

The strong can gain much by snatching it from the weak, but to 
what purpose? Tomorrow or another day he would give it all for an- 
other breath. Why struggle so hard for the right to ‘own’ something 
that others must take in a month or a year when you are dust? 

If men could understand the certainty of their doom, they would 
carry lighter loads to the grave. Jewels cannot tempt a thief who is

ITCH SALVE FOR RUM BLOS- 
SOM ACNE. 


Acne rosacea is the familiar red 
nose of dyspeptics and alcoholics, says 
Professor Pusey in his famous text- 
book on dermatology. 

Don’t mind conceding that most of 
the cases I have seen have been ‘in 
persons who had excellent digestion 
and didn’t know the taste of rum, 
booze, light wines, ale, beer or licker. 
For that matter, look at my nose. 
| From time to time physicians have 
noticed the common presence in the 
mouth of the sebaceous or oil duct a 
microscopic parasite, a mite about 
one-tenth the sizee of the old-fashioned 
itch mite. This mite which may be 
found in the material expressed from 
a comedone (blackhead) by microsopic 
examination is rarely absent—it has 
been found in’ the sebaceous ducts of 
infants a few days old. Although it 
is a formidable looking little animal 
under the microscope, physicians have 
generally regarded it as a normal and 
harmless inhabitant.

Talmadge on Highway Fight 


Governor Talmadge’s letter’ to 


Chairman J. W. Barnett and Com- 
missioner William C. Vereen, of the 
state highway department, demanding 


their resignations and notifying them 
of his second disapproval of the de- 
partment’s quarterly budget follows: 


Hon, J. W. Barnett, Chairman, 
Hon. W. C. Vereen, 

State Highway Board, 

Atlanta. 

Gentlemen: 

Your communication of April 26, 
returning the same quarterly budg- 
et which I had disapproved, re- 
ceived. 

Your communication challenges the 
authority of the governor in using 
discretion in approving or disap- 
proving the budget of the highway 
department. 

Under your version of the law, the 
budget act is a nullity and the gov- 
ernor is merely an official to auto- 
matically stamp what you present. 

I note that this communication is 
signed only by Captain Barnett, 
chairman, and Mr. Vereen, as one of 
the three members of the board. Mr. 
J. F. Wilhoit’s name is not signed 
to the communication. 

Mr. Wilhoit stated to me in per- 
son that he voted against the action 
of the board. Mr. Wilhoit further 
stated to me that he made a motion 
that the suggestions I made on the 
alterations in the budget be complied 
with. 

The original budget for this quar- 
ter returned to me this morning un- 
altered is hereby disapproved and 
returned to you. : 

I wish to call your attention to 
the budget law of 1931 and also the 
law in the reorganization bill that 
makes any expenditures of your 
board illegal unless they are made 
in accordance with an approved 
budget. 

You are certainly aware of the 
fact that you cannot operate legal- 
ly without an approved budget. You 
are also aware of the fact that you 
cannot legally expend the state’s 
money without drawing a requisi- 
tion on the governor in conformity 
with an approved budget. 

I have no doubt as to the legality 
of my action and am quoting a por- 
tion of section 1 of the budget law: 

“There shall be established in the 
office of the governor a budget bu- 
rear for the purpose of promoting 
economy and efficiency in the man- 
agement of the state’s finances,” 

Of course, your action in return- 
ing to me a disapproved budget has 
automatically stopped all the high- 
way work in the state. This respon- 
sibility is yours and not mine. My 
responsibility is to see that you op- 
erate only on an approved budget. 

In view of the fact that you insist 
upon running the highway depart- 
ment in violation of the law, I here- 
by request the resignation of both 
of you as members of the state high- 
way board. 

In justice to Mr. W. C. Vereen, I 
wish to make the statement that he 
has formerly stated to me that he 
would resign at any time he could 
not co-operate with the governor in 
the discharge of his duties as a mem- 
ber of the board of the state highway 
department. ‘ 

Of course, the above request will 
not be insisted upon should your 
board see fit to carry out the origi- 
nal recommendations made on the 
budget for this quarter.

The state highway department, as 
reorganized by the act of 1919, 
“shall consist of the state highway 
beard. and such other subordinate em- 
pleyes. including the chief engineer 
and other assistants as the highway 
beard may deem necessary te carry 


“Said highway board shall be the 
executive and administrative head of 
the state ggg te | department of 
Georgia, with full power and au- 
thority and in full control of the 
highway department and all road 
work and highway work within this 
state as provided for under this act.” 

Under section 828 (10) of Michie’s 
code, which is the act of 1925, “The 
said board shall employ a state high- 
way engineer, who shall be a com- 
petent civil engineer, qualified by 
technical training as well as prac- 
tical construction experience in high- 
way work, The engineer shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the 
board.” 

Regarding Other Engineers. 


Under section 828 (11), “Said 
board shall prescribe and fix the 
duties of the engineer, and shall pro- 
vide the engineer with offices and 
sufficient equipment to discharge his 
duties as prescribed by the _ state 
highway board and this act,” and 
under the succeeding section (828 
(12)), “The board shall employ such 
other engineers, clerks and assistants 
as may be needed, and at such sal- 
aries and for such terms as may 
appear necessary, and prescribe and 
fix their duties.” 

With the foregoing statement of 


the law which governs the power 
of the highway board, it must be 
perfectly clear that the following 
portion of your communication, to- 
wit, “Strike from the budget the 
following: B. P. McWhorter” is 
without authority of law. B. P. Mc- 
Whorter is the state highway engi- 
neer duly elected by competent au- 
thority, that is ,the highway board, 
and he is responsible alone to the 
highway board. 

For the same reason your attemp- 
ed act in your communication to 
strike from the budget the name of 
E. N. Seymour, office engineer, and 
your act in undertaking to strike 
from the budget S. B. Slack, bridge 
engineer, and L. B. Ackerman Jr., 
bituminous engineer, and H. J. Fried- 
man, division engineer, is without 
authority of law. 

We note your statement under the 
head of division Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 
and 6 to the effect that it is unneces- 
sary to have certain numbers of en- 
gineers, inspectors and rodmen_ in 
each particular division and that the 
number of this type of employes 
should be reduced. In this suggestion 
your excellency is in accord with the 
prior action of this board, save for 
the fact that this board, by prior no- 
tice, has advised 125 employes of 
this type that thier services will 
terminate within the budget period,

Barnett’s Salary Cut. 


In your communication is the fol- 
lowing statement, to-wit: “Reduce 
the salary of Chairman J. W. Bar- 
nett to $500 per month.” We beg to 
state that at the meeting on March 
23, 1933, of the board Chairman 
Barnett’s salary was reduced to 
$536 per month, which is very near 
the figure you suggest, but to avoid 
any controversy Chairman Barnett 
is willing voluntarily to further re- 
duce his salary by the nominal sum 
of $36 per month, which will make 
his salary $500 per month. 

In your communication is the fol- 
lowing statement, to-wit: “Reduce 
Hon. W. C. Vereen and Hon. J. P. 
Wilhoit to $10 per day for such ac- 
tual service as ig required by law,” 
and also the statement, “Reduce the 
expenses of Hon. W. C. Vereen from 
$450 per quarter to $150 per quar- 
ter. Reduce the expenses of Hon. 
W. P. Wilhoit from $600 per quarter 
tv $150 per quarter.” 

In reply we beg to state that the 
$10 per day compensation for Messrs. 
Vereen and Wilhoit is fixed by stat- 
ute, the law reading as to mem- 
bers of the state highway board as 
fcillows: “They shall be paid per 
diem of $10 per day and actual trav- 
eling expenses while engaged in the 
petformance of their duties.” See 


acts 119, pages 242, 245, Michie’s 


Code 1926, section 828 (7). 

The compensation of the commis- 
sioners is thus fixed by law and the 
commissioners have never drawn in 
excess of this amount. Messrs. Ve- 
reen and Wilhoit state to the board 
that their expenses, allowed by law, 
will be voluntarily reduced by them 
for the current quarter to the 
amounts suggested by your excel- 
lency, and any expenses in the prop- 
er discharge of their duties in ex- 
cess will be paid by them person- 
ally. 

In your communication is the fol- 
lowing statement, to-wit: “Eliminate 
that part of item No. 16, specified 
as ‘Road Machinery,’ $99,818, be- 
cause of item No. 08, which totals 
$108,442.26, representing amount to 
be spent in three months for re- 
pairs and alterations. It would ap- 
pear that there is sufficient road 
machinery on hand, if properly re- 
paired, to meet the needs of the high- 
way department, especially when the 
large amount is allowed for repair- 
ing equipment already on hand.” 

“Not Correctly Informed.” 

We would respectfully suggest 
that your excellency is not correctly 
informed upon this subject in mak- 
ing this The board is 
im xaceipt @& @ sommypication from 
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amount of proposed expenditures in 
certain other departments, these sug- 
gestions applying to the “general of- 
fice,’ to the “purchasing depart- 
ment,” to the “construction super 
visor,” to “maintenance supervi- 
sion,” to “East Point shops,” to 
‘‘warehouse,” and to “administration 
and construction” in certain of the 
divisions of the department. As now 
suggested by your excellency, 
board had already anticipated this 
request by reducing the expenses of 
these several departments to a ma- 
terial extent, as you will see from the 
figures in the budget submitted to 
you. It will be noted that in these 
several departments the amount fix- 
ed by the board is substantially the 
same as suggested by you. 

The ensuing quarter is to be one of 
the busiest periods in the whole year 
for the highway department due to 
weather conditions and covering the 
months of April, May and June. The 
salaries of the department for the 
ensuing three months have been cut 
down $54,888.38 as compared with 
the salaries of the three months im- 
mediately preceding. 

New Contracts Ready. 

A number of contracts now being 
executed will be completed during 
this and the next quarter, and it is 
our intention to release a number of 
employes in addition to the 125 be- 
ing released this quarter, effecting 
thereby a material reduction in ex- 
penses. A further reduction ig the 
personnel at this time would greatly 
impede progress and lower the effi- 
ciency of the department. 


Circumstances are such that arbi- 
trary reductions in expenses cannot 
be made by the board at any time or 
at random without violating con- 
tracts and conditions alreadv exist- 
ing. The board cannot in any part 
of the year readjust matters entirely 
without eausing confusion and chaos. 
The board is already committed by 
numerous contracts for highway con- 
struction, It is allowed by the laws 
of this state to make contracts with 
counties for the construction of state- 
aid highways by convict labor anid 


it already has contracts with 111 | 
counties by which highways are now | 
being constructed by this convict la- | 
bor. These convicts otherwise would | 


be turned back on the state prison 
board by the counties and would thus 
become a charge upon the state. Not 
only this, but the highway board has 
directly on its hands 500 convicts 
engaged in highway work,.as is else- 
where stated in this communication 
and who would otherwise be a 
charge upon the state. Also the 
board is obligated to pay upon the 
discount of W. & A. rentals out of 
these funds, which would otherwise 
go to highway construction, the sum 
of $540,000 this year, which was 
paid into the treasury of this state 
on April 1. of this quarter and for 
which you have drawn your execu- 
tive warrant. Thus a part of the 
budget for the ensuing three months 
has been complied with by the high- 
way board in paying its obligation to 
the state. It wiil thus be seen that 
the quarterly budget must take into 
considetation the prior legal obliga- 
tions of the board from which there 
is no escape. 

At a meeting in September, 1931, 
the state highway board reduced all 
salaries over $150 by 10 per cent of 
such excess. This resolution became 
effective January 1, 1932. At a 
meeting in October, 1932, all salaries 
over $15 per month were reduced by 
5 per cent, effective November 1, 
1932. This cut was in addition to 
the cut effective January 1, 1932. In 
addition to the two cuts mentioned, 
the state highway board, at its meet- 
ing on March 28, 1933, made the 
following reduction in all salaries: 
5 per cent on the first $100 per 
month, 10 per cent on the next $100 
per month, 15 per cent on all over 
$200 per month. This last-named 
resolution became effective April 7 
1933. You will notice that it has 
been the purpose of this board to re- 
duce the higher salaries at a much 
larger rate than the lower salaries. 
Further, the law allows 6 per cent 
of the gross income of the highway 
department for administration ex- 
penses, and for the last three years 
these expenses have not exceeded 3,1 
per cent of such funds. 

If the communication of Your Ex- 
cellency is to be construed as imply- 
ing that you have the authority to 
carry out the suggestions made in 
your. communication, whether this 
board is willing or unwilling to 
agree thereto, then it will be readily 
seen that the powers which the 
statute purperted to a this board 
were really given to Your Excellen- 
cy and not to the board. 

Say Board Has Power. 

The board exists under the stat- 
utes of Georgia and we refer again 
to the provisions of the statutes 
hereinbefore quoted giving the board 
full power and authority and full 
control of the highway department 
and all road work and highway work 
within this state. This department 
is willing for all of its acts to be 
made public and is at all times will- 
ing and ready to receive suggestions 


- as to anything done or proposed 


to 
be done. All projects for work, the 
employment of the personnel of the 
department, the amounts of salaries 
and expenses paid, the purchase and 
repair of equipment, and all other 
matters coming within the scope 
and purpose of highway work. are 
under the control of the highway 
board which has “full power and 
anthority,” to quote the statute, over 
the same. Not only has the highway 
board the right to fix the salary of 
the chairman and the engineer, but 
it has the right to fix the salaries

any right or authority over the same. 
The board, as has been hereinbefore 
atated, has been making every effort 
to economize, has reduced salaries 
drastically within the last three 
years, as well as all other expense. 
Georgia is a vast state with 59,000 
square miles and 8,300 miles of 
state aid highways, of which 3,100 
miles is paved, and we say with pride 
that the work done upon the high- 
ways within the last three years has 
exceeded the expectations of the most 
optimistic. Not only has the work 
been of vast magnitude and extent, 
but the class of work performed com- 
pares favorably with that in any 
state in the union. 

We desire to call your attention 
to the fact that your suggested elimi- 
nation of the six designated engineers 
comprises mainly the _ engineers 
charged by the department with su- 
pervision of the contracts entered 
into between the board and the con- 
tractors and the prevention of frauds 
upon the state, which unfortunately 
some contractors are willing to per- 
petrate. If these officials, skilled 
and experienced in their duties, are 
eliminated, the operations of the 
highway board had as well be turnu- 
ed over to undesirable contractors. 


Referring to the last paragraph 
contained in your communication to 
the effect that “This request that I 
am making of you, with regard to 
contemplated projects and the reduc- 
tions in the budget, is made with 
the hope and anticipation that the 
highway department can pay as it 
goes and be out of debt for all work 
completed January 1, 1934,” we beg 
to state: 

Expect To Pay All. 


Your request coming from so high 
a source has ben given serious con- 
sideration (as are all suggestions 
which you make to this department), 
and our conclusions have 
stated hereinbefore. The depart- 
ment expects to pay as it goes with 
the money which has been allotted 
to it by the legislation of this state 
and expects to be out of debt with 
the funds thus allotted to it for all 
work completed January 1, 1934. 
The department realizes that it must 
confine its expenditures to the 
amount set aside for its operation 
by the laws of this state. It expects 
in every way to conform to the pro- 
visions of the act of the general as- 
sembly making appropriations to it 
and such amounts will be expended 
for the work of the department to 
the best of the judgment and ability 
of the highway board who are 
charged with that responsibility and 
their expenditures will be within 
thé amounts set aside for their opera- 
tions under the law.

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Indiana senator introduced is the bill 
sponsored lagt session by Senator 
Elmer Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma;

Senate debate today on the cur- 
rency bill brought the open opposition 
of an important administrtion figure. 
This was the diminutive and peppery 
Senator Carter Glass, of Virginia, 
recognized financial expert of the sen- 
ate and former secretary of treasury 
under Woodrow Wilson. Glass acidly 
criticized the measure today by asking 
pointed questions. He is only being 
restrained from a detailed attack by 
the orders of his physicians, according 
to his friends, who say his health is 
none too robust. 

Aside from this defection, the other 
outstanding development of the day 
was an intimation from Senator 
James F. Byrnes, democrat, South 
Carolina, that the administration 
would accept an amendment permit- 
ting payment of $339,000,000 in war 
debts due this year in silver.

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SENTIMENT HALTS

do that within my hearing they would 
do that before a jury. 

“No trial could be had on its merits 
under these circumstances. ‘Ihe acts 
of the friends of Mr. Mooney preclude 
giving him justice under such condi- 
tions. The yells and cries of the 
Mooney adherents come into this 
court, even with the windows closed. 
I will not bring Mr. Mooney iuto this 
court as long as these demonstrations 
continue,” 

Frank P. Walsh, veteran defense 
attorney, was on his feet instantle to 
deplore the demonstrations and point 
out that a statement had been issued 
in Mooney’s behalf two days pre- 
viously requesting his sympathizers to 
restrain themselves lest they injure 
his cause. 

“Any man,” said Walsh, “who 
takes part in such demonstrations is 
doing Mooney harm—almost fatal 
harm.” 

He suggested Mooney was entitled 
to a “speedy trial” and objected to 
Judge Ward's intimation of a post- 
ponement. 

The court replied that since Mooney 
was already imprisoned for life on 
the previous conviction it would be 
immaterial to his case as to whether 
the trial were held now or later. _ 

In San Quentin, where he is a life 
prisoner, Mooney said he was “keenly 
disappointed” over the continuance, 
and added: 

“T do not care to make any state- 
ment about the demonstration in my 
favor until I talk with my attorney. 
There were demonstrations at the time 
of my first trial but nobody paid any 
attention to them. 

“These are noticed because they are 
in my favor, in the first trial they 
were against me. ‘These demonstra- 
tions will serve as an excuse for some 
people to get out of a tense situation.” 

Frank P. Walsh, veteran defense 
attorney, assured. Judge Ward he 
would not use the case as an enter- 
ing wedge upon which to base a new 
fight to free Mooney, but said if in 
the course of the trial anything new 
and substantial to his case should de- 
velop he would expect to reserve his 
rights. Walsh decried the demonstra- 
tions but asserted he was unable to 
stop them. He suggested police ac- 
tion.

MYER, CHAPMAN 
AND WHITEHILL 
ARE SUSPENDED 


Three Barred Indefinite- 
ly for Fighting; Probe 
To Be Launched.

CHICAGO, April 26.—(/)—Presi- 
dent Will Harridge, of the American 
league, a mild mannered man with a: 
big stick in each fist, today slapped in- 
definite suspensions on the three prin- 
cipals of the Washington baseball riot 
and hurriedly éntrained for the east 
to open an exhaustive investigation. 


Buddy Myer and Earl Whitehill, 
of the Washington Senators, and Ben 
Chapman, base stealing star for the 
championship Yankees, were handed 
indefinite suspensions after President 
Harridge held a long distance tele- 
phone conference with Umpires George 
Moriarty and Harry Geisel to get their 
versions of the big fight yesterday. 

PLANS PROBE. 

‘Haven't any more to say or do 
right now,” the American league head 
said as he packed his grip and caught 
the first fast train for Philadelphia, 
where he will arrive at 8:17 a. m., to- 
morrow to question members of the 
Yankee team and the umpires. “I in- 
tend to make a full investigation, 
questioning New York players tomor- 
row and Washington players at New 
York Friday,” he said. 

Although President Harridge waved 
his big stick last year in fining Catch- 
er Bill Dickey, of the Yankee, $1,000 
and suspending him for 30 days for 
an attack on Carl Reynolds, of the 
Senators, the general impression was 
that he would be more lenient with 
the principals of the Washington fra- 
cas. Under a new league rule,- adopt- 
ed after the Dickey-Reynolds case, 
any. player making an “unwarranted 
assault” on another was liable to the 
same penalty levied on Dickey. In 
yesterday's riot, the fight seemed to be 
a case of two players, Myer and Chap- 
man, who lost their heads. Whitehill, 
who is accused of starting the fight 
all over again: with a taunt to Chap- 
man as he was leaving the park, may 
be dealt with more severely than Myer 
and Chapman, it was learned. 

MENTAL DISTRESS. 
- Special consideration may be given 
Myer, it was learned, because he was 
mentally distressed at the time over 
his wife’s illness. Mrs. Myer under- 
went an operation a few days ago for 
removal of her appendix. 

The latest flare-up between the Yan- 
kees and Senators may result in the 
construction of different exits for the 
players at all American league parks. 
In most parks, players on home and 
visiting clubs are forced to enter and 
leave the fields by the same dugout 
runways. Visiting players, it was 
pointed out, are left: open for taunts 
as they pass on their way to the club-

Dear Miss Chatfield: In answer 
to a recent letter you paid :your -re- 
spects to a correspondent who said 
she listened to derogatory: tales told 
about her husband by the neighbors. 
You rightly reprimanded her and said 
that it was neither.delicate nor dig- 
nified for a woman to permit any 
outsider to crifieize’ her husband's 
conduct. The shoe is on the other 
foot with me and I would like to hear 
what you have to-say about the wife 
who  blackguards -her husband to 
neighbors and friends and says the 
most awful things about him, a wom- 
an who doesn’t tell facts that she has 
established but tells her suspicions as 
if they were facts. It’s pretty hard 
on the husband to have to submit to 
such Injustice and it reacts on the 
wife in the end. It is easier for a 
man to live down to the low opinion 
his wife has of him than up to the 
faith she feels in him and expresses 
about him. Do you agree? 

THE HUSBAND. 


Answer: With the main con- 
tentions I agree that it is equally 
indelicate and undignified for a 
wife to blackguard her husband to 
outsiders as it is for her to permit 
outsiders to criticise her husband 
to her. It is quite true, also, that 
the ugly practice reacts on the wife 
in the end because nothing bolsters 
& man’s morale like the assurance 
that his wife believes in him. trusts 
him any expects him to be faithful 
to her. In like manner any evi- 
dence that she suspects him of 
wrong doing, doubts his fidelity, 
makes the thought of guilt less 
shocking and he says to himself, 
“I get the credit for being a philan- 
derer; I might as well have the fun 
of being one.” 


There is one extenuating factor in 
the case of the wife who listens to 
tales on her husband and the wife 
who tells tales on her husband: while 
this factor doesn’t excuse either of 
them, it does account, in part, for the 
offense each is guilty of. 
to convey to a man the sense in which 
love is “a woman’s whole existence.” 
The reason for this is that to him 
“love is a thing apart.” Yet the poet 
wrote those ‘lines under inspiration 
and they are true. 


Primitive people scream when they 
are frightened and moan and groan 
when they are in pain. Civilized peo- 
ple control themselves under fright 
and under pain. They may turn pale 
and dig their nails into their flesh. 
but they seldom make an outcry. It 
is not that they are less sensitive to 
fright or of suffering but in the proc- 
ess of civilization they have learned the 
art of self-control and self-restraint. 
Nothing commends a wife to her hus- 
band any more than her ability to ex- 
ercise self-control in times of stress 
and strain.
